RELIEF OF DISTRESS IN DUBLIN. | 


HELP FROM TORONTO. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin has received the 
following cablegram from Toronto :— 
The Lord Mayor of Dublin, 
Mansion House, Dublin. 
Irish residents in Toronto send to-day 
through North Bank of Scotland £500 towards 
the relief of distress arising out of recent

In Russia, where enormous fields oí trade 


will be thrown open to the competition of the 


world so soon as the war is over, they were 
making arrangements to meet the develop- 
ments that will take place. The extent to 
which this country may be able to secure for 
British trade the advantages resulting from 
the prompt and vigorous use of exceptional 
opportunities will primarily depend upon the 
energy and enterprise of our manufacturers 
and merchants, and it is the hope of their 
bank that it may be able to support with its 
help their enterprising efforts. 

The conditions in Scandinavian countries 
have largely changed during the war. Being 
neutrals, they have been able to devote the 
whole of their energies to the successful de- 
velopment of their ive industries. The 
enormous freights now being earned by 
shipping have so influenced trade figures that 
the balance against this country cannot 
be adjusted by our present exports. The 
result is that the value of the sovefeign ex- 
pressed in kroner has declined from, say, 
18.25 to 15.50, representing a discount of 15 
per cent. 

Under normal conditions the exchange could 
“be adjusted by exporting merchandise, raw 
materials, or gold, but under the present cir- 
cumstances the increase of our exports cannot 
be looked for. The stock of gold in Scan- 
dinavia exceeds their national needs, so that 
the unprecedented step has been taken by 
the Scandinavian Governments of temporarily 
suspending the obligation of their respective 
State banks to purchase gold. 

They were unable at present to see how 
the exchanges could right themselves so long 
as the war continued, but it was highly desir- 
able some means of adjusting such a position 
should be found, as even from the Scan- 
dinavian point of view a so-called favourable 
exchange might by no means be an unmixed 
blessing. The situation, together with their 
increased share of financing Scandinavian 
trade, had recently greatly increased their 
deposits, but, although they might lose some 
of that money when the exchanges righted 
themselves, the liquid nature of their assets 
was such that they could view that possibility 
with equanimity. They were confident, more- 
over, that their figures would continue to 
show a good permanent increase. With a 
view to strengthening their position for the 
time after the war, they had decided to call 
up the remaining premium of £2 10s. per 
share, but they deferred taking that step until 
they were satisfied that their earning capacity 
would enable them to pay a commensurate 
dividend. 

So far they had managed to deal with all 
the extra work entailed by their growing 
basiness, and the staff had worked well, this 
being recognised in a special manner b 
granting the staff a bonus. In common wit 
other banks, they had to call in the assistance 
of lady helpers, and had every reason to be 
satisfied with their work. 

They continued to pay full salaries to all 
the members of the staff with the Colours, 
and they had already contributed quite as 
high a percentage of men as any other bank.
